Her passengers and 
crew not only faced death through what 
seemed certain loss of the vessel through 
the fury of the elements, but starvation as 
vvell. It was only the good fortune of

mot die of hunger.

For quality, flavor and richness of 
lug the apples grown are admitted even 
by prejudiced Judges to be equal i" the 
best grown In Canada. The peaches un- 
til'- most- magnificent specimens of the 
fruit the writer has ever seen anywhere. 
One sent to Sir Thomas Bhaughnessy ivaa 
ten inches In ciraimferenbe and weighed 
eleven ounces. Very many averaged two 
t,, the pound, it was found Impossible to 

ship them In flic ordinary pencil crate on 
account of their size, tomato crates being 
used. The sorting and packing was equa' 
to that or the best grade of California 
fruit, and wherever they went they sim- 
ply captured the market.

Captain Scott prefaced hie lecture by 
briefly skotcbing to the audience the 
amount Of knowledge possessed of the 
Antarctic region prior to alio expedition 
which he commanded, and which Sir 
Clements Markiham and Mr. Llewellyn 
lAHi^slair had done so much to promote. 
That knowledge was not very ample.

kind and water within the Antarctic 
circle. The Antarctic area was divided 
into four quadrants, of which the Rosa 
quadrant was allotted to the British 
expedition.

The Chrlatmaa Fern Tarty. 

An amusing way to give out presents Is 
to hide them ln a Christmas fern and let 
the little guests dig them out at Its roots. 
First tell the children about the real 
"Chrlatmaa fern," that lasts over for the 
Bummer nnd keeps green and crisp all 
winter underneath the snow. Say to them 
that you have a magic one Indoors, and 
tell them that It lrulds the presents at :ta 
roots and that they can find them by dig- 
ging. At once throw open the door of a 
room in which the fern has been kept or 
take away the screen that has hidden :t, 
and as the fronds fall apart let the little 
ones fall upon It and search for the treas- 
ures It conceals. 

The magic fern is made nnd supported on 
•wires, and it Is when a wire Is cut that It 
falls to pieces. From dark green tissue 
paper or cambric cut long strips and fringe 
the edges deeply. Sew these to long, rath- 
er stiff wires, stitching down the centre of 
the strip- These are fronds. Before mak- 
ing up the fern from them pile th 
ages on a square 
floor and cover 

which will do for earth. Surround this pile 
thickly with fronds tall enough to bide it, 
and attach their bases to a wooden hoop. 
(In the Inside of each frond, a little more 
than half way up, there should b« a cloth 
loop. Hun a Wire through each of these 
loops and carry the ends up to the chande- 
lier. These wires will support the fern In 
an upright position. Have them flno and 
invisible and at a given signal cut them 
and let the fern fall apart. The little ones 
may then rush in and feel In the sawdust 
with their hands for the presents. A 
child's name must be written on each 
package. Ah soon as anything is found the 
holder runs to the hostess with It and she 
acts as a transfer agent to see that It gets 
to its owner.

bors, and on the shores of one of the 
best ol tbeui he has built a model vil- 
lage, factories for the workers, homes 
for theni ail, schools and churches, 
and an elaborate mansion for himself. 

At first he took up the subject broad- 
ly, determined to .subordinate nil things 
to his desire to have such a game pre- 
serve as no other nnin in the world 
possessed, For this purpose the island 
was an ideal spot. It is 180 miles long 
by about 12/ wide, and at only one place. 
ifox Bay, on the northern side', had a I 
settlement been made. Here some dozen ' 
or iwo families, chiefly English, had 
made theaiselves rough homes, fishing 
all summer and hunting in winter. 

The waters thai bound the island are 
tilled with cod, herring and mackerel, 
ami, what was more important to the 
island's destiny, with lobsters, the best 
to be found in North American waters. 
All -n-er the island rivers run to the 
gulf. Inland, as M. Menior's explora- 
tions have shown, they are tilled witli 
trout. Near the. salt water they are 
abundant in sea trout and salmon— in 
fact, sportsmen who have enjoyed the 
owner's hospitality declare that for the 
flsherman it is a paradise. 

The woods are tilled witli fur-bcariUg 
animals, for no one hunted more than a 
very small portion of them before the 
new owner tool; hold. To Canadians and 
to sailors anil fishermen it was as coin- 
pleleh- unknown territory as is much 
of Ihe wilds of Labrador today. Super- 
si it ion. which holds full sway in the 
minds of men who sail the gulf, en- 
veloped the whole island with a hun- 
dred tales of disaster to him who set 
foot upon its shores and tilled the up- 
lands witili such dangers that the simple 
folk passed by. 

Then, too, for years a wrecker and 
his helpers held sway on the south side 
of tin- island. Strange tales were told 
of lights he made to lure vessels into 
his net, and with them secure upon the 
rucks from all escape, he took his 
profit from the wrecks. For years he 
lived on what is known as English bay, 
and : r is characteristic of the island's 
owner that part of the old wrecker's 
home has been used to provide shelter 
tor M. Menier " T hen he visits the island. 

No sooner had the purchase price 
been paid than the new owner had 
trotlb'" on his hands. The settlers at 
Fox bay refused to recognize his auth- 
ority and defied his orders. It took a 
few months to bring order out of this, 
but in the end they yielded and left the 
island with all their goods and chattels. 

M. .Menier saw I hat the establish- 
ment of such a preserve as he had plan- 
ned called for a scheme of colonization 
that would bring to the island settlers 
who would make it their permanent 
hoine and yet would not interfere with 
either its game or fish. He at first in- 
duced several French families to emi- 
grate*, but not in sufficient numbers for 
his purpose, and to them ho has added 
families from (laspe on the south and 
from that portion of the province 'if 
Quebec that stretches east to Labrador. 
Hardy folks are these Canadian habi- 
tants, more fisher than farmer, working 
while daylight lasts and simple in all 
their requirements. Last of all are 
some English and a few Scotch, and 
out of tiie mixture of nations has grown 
one peculiar condition. For all his work- 
ers. M. Menier 'lias laid down the rule 
that no intoxicating beverage's shall be 
drill! 1 - upon the island except by the 
French. There has been grumbling 
over this special dispensation, but the 
penalty is deportation, and the rule is 
never broken. 

11 a vim: made certain of his colonists, 
M. Menier found work for them at once 
in the fisheries, chief of all the lobster. 
Factories were built and the canning of 
lobster became the great industry of 
the island. The most approved sanitary 
methods were applied to the work, and 
the entire output is shipped to France. 

Work for others was found in the 
building of the English Bay settlement. 



Homes for the permanent residents 
wore quickly built und these wero fol- 
lowed by all 4 he necessary buildings of 
a model village. For M. Menier was 
built a house out of the former wreck- 
er's home und with u most wonderful 
kitchen attached. Here the appliauces 
provided for the chef's convenience 
would cause pangs of envy in the 
besom of the most exacting housewife. 

iiut .this house soon outgrew its use- 
fulness and M. Menier began the erec- 
tion of an elaborate and complete man- 
sion. It is almost ready for occupancy, 
and will be finished when the owner 
pays his regular visit next year, into 
the building of this mansion M. Menier 
has put much time and attention. He 
was his own architect and lias planned 
over'- detail down to the most minute. 

Practically all of the furnishings of 
tin' new bouse have been designed by 
M. Menier himself. Every piece of fur- 
niture has been designed with, refer- 
oiice to too room 'in which it is to be 
placed and the surrounding pieces. 
When the owner visited the island last 
year he made careful sketches of each 
mom ami exact nicasureinents of all its 
dimensions. Hnving the furniture clear- 
ly in mind, he marked with chalk the 
exact spot where each piece is to be 
placed, ao mark has been tampered 
■with land the .furniture will stand in 
each allotted position for inspection 
next year, 

His hardest work is over now and 
the reins of government are firmly in 
his grasn.. The island knows no law 
other than ibis will, and those who will 
come with ihim will hunt and fish with 
"the prince of Allticonti. , '

share to 50 cents. 

"it is estimated that fully ttoee-quor- 
ters of w million dollars have been lost 
somewhere in the manipulation of this J 
stock, and it was freely hinted last night | 
amioog the numerous brokers who fell i 
victims to the speculative game .that u| 
trap had been laid and that they had 
been badly squeezed. At the Ne\v Yoric 
Athletic Club brokers who hold Montreal 
<fc Boston stock held a meeting to decide 
on what measures shall be taken to pro- 
tect themselves. It is understood that 
the dews' -a af tins meeting has tor its 
object the 'drastic puni.shment of .those 
whom they believe guilty of what I hey 
term 'a plant.' 

"Monroe iV Munroe, of No. 25 Broad 
street, who have been actively identified 
with the promotion and sale of Marconi 
Wireless stock, have been witliiu the 
last month or two very p.^aninetit in the 
marketing of Montreal & Boston stock. 

"By all the artifices known to manipu- 
lative Wall street, .Montreal & Boston 
stock has been brought to the attention 
of the speculative world. It lias been 
freely advertised in tho newspapers as 
a 'sure tilling.' 

"Purchasers of the stock were practi- 
cally guaranteed against loss. To give 
the process an evidence of guarantee sev- 
eral Now York stock exchange houses 
lent tiheir names and assistance to the 
efforts to mark up the price of the sto< k. 
Cunb brokers were given unlimited or- 
ders to buy and sell the issue. Scores 
of them were congratulating themselves 
<m the enormous commissions they had 
reaped from ihe execution of orders en- 
trusted to them. Yesterday, in the col- 
lapse, all these profits were swept away. 

•ihe speculative bubble was pricked 
yesterday when it became known thai 
.Munroe & Munroe were unable to take 
stocks for which they had given con- 
tracts. Imstnintly the price of Montreal 
& Boston collapsed on the curb. There 
Was no market for it except at fraction- 
al quotations. Ii was at this point that 
the connection of stock exchange houses 
with ihe famous curb specially de- 
veloped, 

"For at least half an hour the curb 
market was in a state of chaos. Mon- 
treal & Boston slocks, held by the un- 
fortunate curb brokers, were sold, 'under 
the rule.* These sales brought anywhere 
from 50 cents to $1 a share. 

"The full import of the bursting of the 
Montreal & Boston speculative bubble 
was not realized until the afternoon, 
when it dawned upon the brokers who 
had been engaged in ihe speculation that 
tiiey were Involved in a 'mining pros- 
pect' in which t.hcy had a tidal interest 
of between 25(1,1)110 nnd .''OO.OOO shares. 
These brokers had paid between ?;5 and 
$3.60 a share. In all the Montreal & 
Boston speculation had cost a group of 
brokers more than $750,000.
